of the plan: 


'I. Stimulate re-employment 


and create new jobs for Idle men 
and women In Pennsylvania. 


2. Organize complete statewide 


local consideration of the relief 
problem by local citizens; cul- 
tivate local responsibility and 
local knowledge of the situation; 
encourage self-reliance and self- 
help, and search seriously and 
analytically for a practical and 
humane solution of unemploy- 
ment. 
Adams county's participation In 


the job mobilization plan was set 
In motion recently with the ap- 
pointment of Henry M. Scharf, of 
Gettysburg, as chairman of the 
county committee. The appointment 
was made by Governor James. The 
personnel of the county group wil 
be announced this week. 


Mr. Riddle said that no way of 


putting people to work, will be over- 
looked. It is the aim of the state 
leaders to employ workers In large 
projects down to the minoc: repair 
jobs that might be necessary In 
countless homes In the Common- 
wealth, he said. 


Benefit From Plan 


An indirect benefit from the plan, 


If it is successful, the speaker said 
will lie in the avoidance of any new 
state taxes. He pointed out that if 
the rate of relief spending has to 
continue in Pennsylvania,,a specia

Submitted by general committee appointed in September to formu­ 
late such a program. 
Report made at Chamber of Commerce meeting of November 27. 1939. 
MEETINGS: The general committee met on the evening of October 
lith and held a general discussion as to its responsibilities. 
President 
Frazer announced three sub-divlsix>n*a-andi.eactL iCQPfffittee was -ipstruqied 
to hold meetings and formulate its individual program. 
Each sub-committee held two or three meetings during which the 
possibilities of each line of activity were thoroughly analyzed and dis­ 
cussed 
Each committee sent delegations to the Chambersburg Chamber 
of Commerce except the Travel committee. This committee contacted the 
Harrisburg Chamber of Commerce, because of its highly developed tourist 
and convention bureau. The travel committee also held a conference in 
Gettysburg with a representative of the travel department of the Amer­ 
ican Automobile Association. 
The Mercantile and Industrial groups found the Chambersburg con­ 
tact to be very enlightening and helpful and repeal, that they gained con­ 
siderable insight to their possibilities by reason of the experience of 
Chambersburg in these lines of activities and the advice of the secretary, 
J. G. Eppinger. 
Following these individual sub-committee meetings, the general com­ 
mittee held a meeting on November 22. Each sub-committee reported Its 
conclusions and the three-year program it had worked out. These pro­ 
grams were carefully discussed and debated and with amendments were 
formulated into the single program recommended by the general com­ 
mittee that should be adopted by the Chamber of Commerce for the period 
1940-1941-1942. 
WHY AN AGGRESSIVE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE PROGRAM IS NECESSARY;, 
It is the belief of the general committee that Gettysburg must con­ 
form to the requirements of the times in order to safeguard its economic 
future. It must be admitted that the community is divided and that from 
a business standpoint is not co-operating as a unit. Heretofore, travel 
programs were condemned 4n favor of industrial programs and vice versa. 
The mercantile division of the community seemed to get lost in the 
shifting of the "more travel” or “more industries” cries. The general 
committee points out with emphasis that, actually, none of these activities 
interfere with any of the others. Gettysburg has bright possibles in all 
three fields, the general committee finds after careful and sound study. . 
The Chamber of Commerce must continue to fulfill the need that is 
constantly expressed for it. Tile Chamber of Commerce can no longer 
operate with a handful of members on an income of a few hundred dollars. 
Yet, in order to build it to the standard it must attain to continue to 
function — and function in a manner that will enable it to prove profit­ 
able to its subscribers and the community — it must have a definite pro­ 
gram along all three lines of activities and the program must be predicated 
on a three-year basis. The program must be the factor that will sell 
memberships, produce the required financial support and, most important, 
attain the manpower and interest that is essential to the success of 
the community. 
Hence, the general committee presents this program on the basis that 
I it is a practical program; that the aims are reasonable and can be 
} achieved; that the financial requirements are not excessive nor impos­ 
sible to secure. 
The committee presents that the program must have subscriptions not 
I donations; that each business, each guide, each lodging house and every 
Mr and Mrs J ase oh R Hoke of I other factor involved should subscribe in its full and honest proportion 
us a business investment. Furthermore, it warns that in this case under­ 
financing is just as poor business as overftnancing and undersubscribing 
may be worse business than over-subsculblng. If each does their share, 
tile burden will be on no one.

JOBLESS DEMAND 
RELIEF FUNDS 
IN CLEVELAND 


Cleveland, Nov. 28 (AP) — Mayor 
Harold H. Burton was ready today 
to “destroy” this city’s regular serv­ 
ices to feed hungry reliefers, who 
have threatened to obtain food “on 
our own authority.” 
“Relief comes ahead of every ob­ 
ligation.” Burton told 1.000 shouting 
jobless

store curtailed relief. 
Answering their threat “to feed 
ourselves,” Burton retorted:

restore regular relief 
orders, drastically slashed because of 
dwindling funds.

Burton placed responsibility for 
the crisis on the state, declaring he 
has tried unsuccessfully to get Gov 
Jolm W. Brickel* to call a special 
session of the legislature.

Magna Charta Is 


P l a c e d i n U. S. 


Library for Safety 


Washington, Nov. 28 (AP) — Tlie 


eleventh Marques of Lothian today 
tucked England's Magna Charta un- 
der a well-tailored arm and headed 
for the Library of Congress to de- 
posit the priceless paper for safe- 
keeping during the "European war. 


Archibald MacLelsh, the librarian. 


Immediately announced the docu- 
ment would have the same 24-hour 
armed -guard as that given the con- 
stitution and the Declaration of In- 
dependence, -near winch it will be 
displayed. 


Thus three outstanding documents 


of democracy are being brought to- 
gether for-the first time. 


The marquess — who is Ixird 


Lothian, the British ambassador to 
the United States — arranged in- 
formal ceremonies for transfer of 
the Magna Charta. 


This Magna Charta is one of 


four — all the .same in wording — 
which were executed at Runnymede 
in 1215. The document, drawn up 
by 
English 
barons,
